His principal work, (Trattato) is still 
regarded as an important and authoritative work on the subject of medicine 
and drugs. The interesting woodcuts are reproduced from freehand drawings, 
executed by the author, and illustrate many Asiatic plants which had, until 
then, been unknown in Europe.

Besides it treats 
generation, foetus, miscarriages, etc. Two different texts exist, ascribed to 
Henricus de Saxonia and Thomas of Brabant. — At the end of the book are 
printed four distichs by Petr. Chamaillard, addressed to Stephanus Lupus. —

He erected an 
anatomical theatre in 1589. He produced a fine anatomical textbook which, 
though containing few original elements, was sound, scientific, and scholarly, 
and was often reprinted. A few anatomical terms are due to Bauhin, among 
them Areola and Phrenic nerve. He gave a good description of the muscles 
that move the tongue ’’. (Singer).

A great 
part of this interesting work is composed of about a hundred tables printed 
in red containing an enumeration of various foods, dietetical receipts, medical 
prescriptions for baths, massage, etc. These tables are accompanied by 
40 very delightful and spirited woodcuts by the great German artist, 
Hans Weiditz. These woodcuts, with their vivid representation of 16th 
century life, lend a special charm to the volume. Several of them depict 
people in different occupations, some of which of a rather unusual character, 
others food, animals, plants, etc. Bloodletting occupies an important place. 
Female diseases are thoroughly discussed. Besides we mention: De herbis, 
de fructibus, de musicae usu et operatione, de conservatione dentium, de odo- 
riferis et eorum usu, nervorum visus et dolorum aurium canon etc. etc.

Galen and before Harvey was a pupil of Jacobus Sylvius, and showed at first 
the conventional tendencies of this scholiast. Five years experience as prosector 
at Padua culminated in the magnificent ‘‘ De fabrica humani corporis ’’, a work 
which marks an epoch in breaking with the past and throwing Galenical tra- 
dition overboard. The effect of a publication so radieal on a forelock-pulling 
age was immediate and self-evident. ~ 

The ‘‘ Fabrica ’’ is sumptuously illustrated by Titian’s pupil, Jan. Kalkar, 
who was the first to attain what Choulant calls the true anatomic norm, that 
is, a picture at once scientifically exact and artistically beautiful, summing 
up, a8 in a composite photograph, the innumerable peculiarities and minor 
variations in structure encountered in dissection. The splendid woodcuts, re- 
presenting majestic skeletons and flayed figures, set the fashion for over a 
century, and were copied or imitated by a long line of anatomic illustrators ’’ 
(Garrison).

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‘ N oT from books, but from dissections, not from the tenets of philosophers, 
but from the structure of nature do I profess to learn and to teach 
anatomy ’’: these are the words of Harvey - and they place into characteristic 
relief his great achievement. For his book marks the beginning of the 
experimental era in physiology and with it, the medical sciences which were 
hitherto naively descriptive and naively philosophical. The early seventeenth 
century was a glorious setting for this thought of experimental analysis. 
Those were the days when the expansive spirit of England grasped lands 
and seas, faced and vanquished hard ships, and hard men, broke, an irresistible 
wind-like, the brittle wall of mysteries surrounding the life of men, the life 
of nature. Nothing was impossible, now that Sir Francis Drake planted the 
sense of power into English hearts and Shakespeare filled them with fire, 
now that Lord Bacon defined the scope and means of natural inquiry. 

And Harvey, the Englishman, came from Padua; where Galilei analysed 
mechanics as it was never analysed before, free of all speculation, with the clear 
conception of the physicist’s duty: to describe observed events with care and 
regularity, completely and with conciseness: this and no more, nor less. What 
Galilei did for physics, Harvey did for physiology and thus, medicine. He 
described exhaustively the movement of the blood, considered it quantitatively 
and thus synthetized the scattered and divergent body of observations which 
meant nothing or little so far and were to mean everything since. The 
integration of the work of Servet, of Colombo, Cesalpino aud others into a 
complete scheme accounting for itself and for all of its detail - the filling of 
every hole in the great tissue of which every part is interlocking and solidly 
woven - this indeed is an achievement of the very first magnitude. In its 
Significance - for the completeness and logical beauty, apart from its value 
as a contribution in fact - it wholly justifies Flourens’ words: “ This is a 
masterpiece, - this little book of a hundred pages is the most beautiful book 
in Physiology ”. 

The book was often published, translated into English, French, German 
and many other languages - read everywhere educated people are reading. 
But the original edition, the garb in which Harvey’s thoughts first faced 
the contemporaries and surprized the world, is very scarce and dear - owing 
to the limited edition and the quick fixation in stable hands as its permanent 
value became increasingly clear. There are copies in the great libraries - 
but not all - of Europe and America and - very few - on private shelves. 
Thus the hope of acquiring one is dim, if there is hope at all. Accordingly 
a facsimile edition is a necessity and a gift, the more so that Moreton’s 
Canterbury edition is now out of print. And what other year would be 
more appropriate for this publication than this annus Harveianus, the 
third centenary of the book’s birth and the three hundred and fiftieth year of 
the birth of the master? We feel that the publication of De motu cordis 
made after the faultless copy of the University Library of Gottingen at this 
particular date will be appreciated by all who rejoice in the power of human 
intellect, by the world of science and thought. 
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
